Saskatchewan, 4.7 per. cent.; Alberta, 5.4 per cent.; and British Columbia, 
For Ontario the percentage was 37; and for Quebec 234.

Canada Has Arranged Further Loan 

Of $100,000,000 To Netherlands 

OTTAWA.—Finance Minister Ilsley 
announced Canada has. extended an- 
other $100,000,000 credit to the 
Netherlands for the purchase of 
Canadian goods. and foodstuffs in 
addition to $25,000,000 loaried under 
an agreement signed last year. . 

Mr. Ilsley: announced the latest 
agreement was signed’ Feb. 5 by him- 
self on behalf of the Canadian gov- 
ment and by J. W. M. Snouck Hur- 
gronje, Netherlands _minister to 
Canada, for the Netherlands govern- 
ment. 

The loan was the second announced 
in four days. Mr. Ilsley disclosed the 
signing of an agreement under which 
Canada will extend $60,000,000 credit 
to China for similar purchases, 

Mr. Ilsley said the amount loaned: 
the Netherlands last year already 
has been used in the purchase of 
Canadian wheat and flour, trucks, 
frozen and canned beef, wood pulp, 
agricultural, machinery, fertilizers 
and industrial machinery.
